MOTORCADE FIASCOS menos 

The Hamptons Police were called several times 
over the weekend to deal with traffic nightmares 
caused by a proliferation of motorcades in the 
area. “We kept getting to the scenes and finding 
nothing but mammoth black, bulletproof SUVs 
as far as the eye could see,” said Hamptons 
Police spokesman Larry Hirsch. “We thought 
it was surreal, until we figured out that they 
were all parts of motorcades ferrying visiting 
Presidents, Vice-Presidents, and presidential 
candidates.” The motorcades, each involving 
15 vehicles or more, were making the rounds 
through the back roads of Southampton and 
East Hampton, as presidential candidates vied 
to collect large sums of cash by appearing at 
the seaside estates of multi-billionaires. At one 
point, two motorcades encountered each other 
going in the opposite direction on one of the 
narrow streets they were traversing, and the 
oversized vehicles were unable to squeeze past 
one another.

“There was no choice but to back one 
of the motorcades out of there.” At another 
point, one motorcade tried to pass another on 
Further Lane. The slower motorcade wasn’t — 


’ willing to allow the other to pass, and sped up, 


resulting in a motorcade drag race. “It was a 
pretty juvenile move,” said Hirsch, “but that’s 
the kind of election year we’ve been having, I 

guess.” The Hamptons Police are in the process — 
of formulating a plan whereby Presidential and 
candidate motorcades will have to file travel 
plans in order to avoid these kinds of incidents 


-in the future. 


BAD VIBRATIONS : : 

A group of veteran surfers contacted the 
Hamptons Police on Friday to ask the police 
for help in “getting these damn kids off of our 
waves.” According to the surfers, they’ve been 


surfing a particular break since the 1970s, 


and—while there’s absolutely no legal grounds 
for making such a claim—they told police that 
this gives them squatters’ rights to the surfing 
spot. In the last few months, they complained 
to the officers, a local surfing instructor has 
been bringing large numbers of young, beginner 
surfers to the break and encouraging them 
to trespass all over the area they consider to 
be their nautical domain. The veteran surfers 
told police that they’ve attempted to scare 
the young surfers off themselves by claiming 
that the waters are infested with sharks—they 
even showed the youngsters a surfboard with 
a bite taken out of it—but to no avail. While’ 
the Hamptons Police expressed sympathy for 
the situation of the experienced surfers, they 
were forced to point out that, in fact, nobody 
owns the ocean and the young surfers had 
as much right to be there as the experienced 
surfers did.

So Montauk Sent a Team to the Olympics. How Did They Do?

f you watched the Olympics on TV over the 

past two weeks, you may have wondered 
why you didn’t seen any coverage of Team 
Montauk, which sent a large contingent of 
athletes to Rio in a wide variety of events. You 
probably think that was because Montauk is just 
20 square miles in size and the contingent was 
so small the team got eliminated early in the 
preliminaries, and you would have been right 
about that, at least in one case. 

In other events however, Montauk athletes 
were prevented from competing, not because 
of any doping charge—there was no doping— 
but because Montauk failed to prove it was a 
country. It was the first time in Olympic history 
that an athletic contingent, approved to be sent 
to the games, was asked not to compete once 
they got there because they were not a country. 
In fact, the paperwork certifying that it is a 
country just came too late. 

The event that Montauk athletes did compete 
in, Men’s Beach Volleyball, took place on the 
second day of the Olympics—Montaukers 
walked proudly onto the track under their flag on 
opening day—but the team from Belgium made 
short work of them, 25-0, 25-0 and 15-1 in just 
20 minutes, which is surprising because Belgium 
has few beaches—but the Montaukers did well 


for themselves, with Eric Campbell setting up 
a tremendous spike by Noah Syndergaard, 
taking Belgium completely by surprise just 
before the end. 

The Montauk Women’s team, with its stars 
Rene Rivera and Wilma Flores, were scheduled 
next out on the court when the suits with the 
cease and desist arrived to say, in Portuguese, 
that the Montauk Women’s first game was 
forfeited because the team had to be withdrawn. 
It’s scheduled opponent, Madagascar, was 
disappointed too. 

Still, Montauk made it to the Olympics, with 
one loss (Belgium got knocked out in the next 
round) and one forfeiture to its credit. Also the 
whole team, consisting of 17 men and women in 
a wide variety of categories, did get to stay at 
the Olympic Village and play for practice with 
some of the other entrants. 

Swimmer Addison Reed, who would have 
swum in the Men’s 400, practiced with, 
among others, Michael Phelps and, according 
to Addison, actually beat him three out of 
fivetimes, although Phelps saidhewasnotactually 
trying. On the women’s side, Kelly Johnson and 
T.J. Rivera swam with Katie Ledecki who 
they said swam like the wind and left them 
proverbially in the dust every time. 

As for Montauk’s surfing team, which was put 
together after the Montauk Open at Ditch Plains 


earlier in the summer, they were disappointed 
to learn, after they got there, that there was no 
surfing competition because surfing is not yet 
an Olympic sport. Still, Carlos Torres, Kevin 
Plawecki and Neil Walker on the men’s side and 
Akeel Morris, Ty Kelly and Hansel Robles on the 
women’s side enjoyed surfing the waves at the 
famous Cocacabana Beach in that town, and, 
they say, soundly beat the locals. 

Others who made the team and came to Rio 
as coaches (from the Montauk School) or as 
athletes included Dario Alvarez, tennis; Yoenis 

‘Cespedes, sailing; Jeurys Familia, gymnastics; 
Jacob deGrom, fishing; and Bartolo Colon and 
Steven Matz, tennis doubles. All had a good 
time. But all were disappointed after going 
through all their training. 

Montauk declared itself an independent state 
on January 7, 2016, and submitted its application 
to the United Nations for membership at that 
time. It also sent its declaration to Sheldon Silver, 
the leader of the New York State Assembly, but 
that was returned to Montauk unopened with a 
note saying that Silver had been forced out, was 
then arrested, convicted and sentenced. So that 
was the hold-up.

Joe Torre Throws Out First Ball, Pitcher John Franco Is MVP 


BY DAN RATTINER 


he annual Artists-Writers Softball game was 

contested last Saturday afternoon in East 
Hampton. This event is held every August, going 
back to the very early days of the “Hamptons,” 
to a time even before the invention of baseball 
by Abner Doubleday in 1839. 

The winners and losers in those early days 
have been lost in the mists of time, but beginning 
around 1948, we have reports of artist Willem 
de Kooning playing in the game, which took 
place as a picnic in the front yard of the home 
of artist Wilfrid Zogbaum in Springs. Attending 
that affair that day were Barney Rossett of 
Grove Press, painter Joan Mitchell, art critic 
Harold Rosenberg and painters Jackson Pollock 
and Franz Klein. 

The original idea of the game was to see 
whether artists could hit and field better than 
writers. Those were intellectual times, when 
such a determination could make a difference 
in the world of philosophy and science, but in 
the end, or the middle, if you will, it was found

that there was no difference at all between the 
two, and so they’d have to find some 
other reason to play, which they never did. 

In any case, over the years, everyone from 
politicians to plumbers to movie and Broadway 
stars to Pulitzer Prize winning novelists have 
played in the game, either because they have 
been reeled in by the locals who play the 
game or they had come disguised as locals 
to stand and contest this event besides the 
likes of Bill Clinton, Alan Alda, Kurt Vonnegut, 
Pelé, Matthew Broderick, Paul Simon, Countess 
LuAnn de Lessups...well, the list goes on. 

For the last half-century, the game has been 
played every year on the sandlot softball field 
behind the supermarket on. Newtown Lane in 
East Hampton (currently Stop & Shop). This 
year, after the Mayor welcomed the crowd, the 
Choral Society of the Hamptons sang “The Star- 
Spangled Banner” and Joe Torre, the former 
manager of the New York Yankees, threw out 
the first ball. The star of this year’s show, John 
Franco, leaped up and caught it as it came over 


the plate very high. 


Everyone was happy to see Franco. He was 
a world-class relief pitcher for the Mets for 15 
years in the 1990s and 2000s, was selected to 
four All Star games and played in one World 
Series and, as it turned out, would pitch a 
complete game for the Writers this year, which 
earned him the MVP award. There is something 
quite remarkable about how Franco plays. He’s 
graceful and at ease, he smiles all the time, 
he can leap tall buildings with a single bound, 
and in the top of the first inning he surprised 
everyone by coming out to pitch for the Writers. 

As it happens, I have been the starting umpire 
for this game for the better part of 40 years, 
and I stood behind him on the mound when 
the infielders threw the ball around before 
the game got underway. Franco was warming 
up by throwing the softball overhand to his 
catcher. Not at 90 miles an hour. But overhand 
nevertheless, And every pitch was right down 
the pipe. This could not continue. 

“It’s underhand in softball,” I told him. 
“Slow. pitch, underhand.” And, so he 
complied,and now gently (Cont'd on next page) 
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slow pitching, retired the side one, two, three 
in the very first inning. At this rate, I thought, 
this game will be over in less than an hour. 
But, of course, it wasn’t. In the bottom of the 
first, just Franco being there seemed to charge 
up the Writers. A huge rally ensued against 
pitcher Walter Bernard, from which the Artists 
never recovered. Mike Lupica doubled to lead 
off, then Benito Vila singled, Franco came up 
and singled (he’s a Major League PITCHER for 
heaven’s sake, pitchers don’t hit), Jay DiPietro 
singled, Bill Collage singled and when that first 
inning ended, the score was Writers 4, Artists 0. 
Franco was wonderful to watch. The ball 
would come back to him after a caught long fly 
ball, and he’d catch the throw with a teenager’s 
grace. He made me think he was on the current 


roster of the Mets. But he’s from a prior era. 
He’s 55. I looked up his stats between the fourth 
and fifth inning on my cell phone. He had a 
2.89 lifetime ERA, quite excellent. He was the 
team captain for four years. He would have, | 
bet, played whether they paid him or not. It 
seemed he was having so much fun. 

In the fifth, Franco singled again, but was 
caught in a rundown and tagged out on the Jay 
DiPietro single to center that followed. So much 
for perfection. Also, it is interesting to point 
out that despite Franco’s lifetime 2.89 ERA in 
the Majors, he let in six runs, all earned, here 
at our annual game. That gives him a lifetime 


’ ERA of 6.00 in softball, but in spite of it he’s an 


undefeated winning pitcher: 1 win, 0 defeats. 


In the eighth inning, an Artist rally was snuffed: 
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out when, with runners on first and second, 
Billy Strong flied out to center but then a 
quick throw picked off actor/filmmaker Michael 
Dougherty, who'd forgotten to tag up at first. “I 
made a mistake,” he said later. 

And also in the eighth inning, during that 
same rally, moments after writer Brett Mauser 
hit a triple, Artists manager Ronnette Riley 
ran to the umpires and said Mauser had come 
to bat out of order. In the end, Ken Auletta | 
persuaded the umps to decide it was a do-over, 
even though, by softball rules, it should have 
been an out. And so when the proper batter, 
Peter Borish, came up, he hit a single instead of 
a triple and it was all to no avail. 

All in all, it was great fun to raise money 
for the Retreat, the Eleanor Whitmore Early 
Childhood Center, the Phoenix House Academy 
of Long Island and East End Hospice. The final 
tally of funds will be known August 30, 2016, 
when bidding closes on over 70 experiences, 
travel and art currently on Charitybuzz.com. 

There was one odd thing, however. At past 
games, the teams have been given T-shirts, with 
one color for one team and a different color 
for the other, with the name of the player on 
the back and the name ARTISTS or WRITERS 
on the front. This year, the owner of a new 
apparel store in East Hampton, Big Flower, 
generously donated the T-shirts, caps and 
$10,000 to the charities to showcase the quality 
of the shirts, which are American grown and 
manufactured and retail for $110, by showing 
only wording on the back. As a result, all 
T-shirts appeared the same color and without 
wording on the front, which made you think 
that they were all on the same team, and also 
possibly prisoners, since their names were 
high up on the back. This may be fitting, as it’s 
rumored the first softball fundraiser was held to 
bail out an artist. However, there are hopes that 
next year the shirts will be more contrasting 
and possibly have logos on the back, so the 
spectators can tell the players apart. :

ast spring, my step-son Alex bought his 
mother and me two tickets to see Hamilton 
on Broadway. Things being what they are, the 
tickets are for a show in October. I didn’t want 


to know what they cost. 


As a result of this, my wife began reading 
the book Alexander Hamilton by Ron Chernow, 
upon which this hip-hop musical is based. | 
began to read it, too. 

All this is as preview to this remarkable 
dream I had last night. ’'ve never had a dream 
like this. 

I fell asleep reading Alexander Hamilton. 
I am about a quarter of the way through and I 
have to say | have rather fallen in love with the 
fellow. Born on the island of Nevis to down- 
and-out white planters, his abused mother flees 
with him to St. Croix when he is six years old. 
He learns to read and write. Then he reads 
the classics. At 14 he is working for a sugar 
merchant down on the docks, hauling barrels 
around. The merchant has to go abroad for a 
while and, amazingly, decides to put Hamilton 
in charge. He’s quite good at running the 
firm. At 16, his mother dies and the islanders 
raise money and send him to New York City

to get a proper education. He’s brilliant, well 
mannered, is accepted at King’s College, where 
he’s a straight A student, and falls in with the 
wealthy New York society students unhappy 
with British rule. 

‘The Boston Tea Party takes place, the British 
send their army to teach the Massachusetts 
rebels a lesson in good government by killing 
them—keep in mind there is no country, just 
a bunch of colonies—and here in New York 
Hamilton writes celebrated essays against 
British rule that get national exposure, joins 
a militia and is made a Lieutenant in charge 
of New York’s Artillery Company, such as it 
is, to defend Manhattan against the arriving 
British fleet. Hamilton is 19 years old. The 
Continental Congress convenes in Philadelphia 
and chooses George Washington, at 43, a 
veteran of the Indian Wars, to raise an army 
to fight the British. Washington, observing 
Hamilton’s sharp mind and bravery, puts him 
in charge of all the army’s artillery. He’s 21. 
He’s the boss of generals. Overwhelmed with 
battles everywhere, Washington now promotes 
Hamilton to be his chief of staff, and Hamilton 
occasionally makes decisions on his own during 
the battle of Brooklyn, the retreat to Harlem and 
Morristown and, well, that’s when I fell asleep. 
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Who cannot but love a guy like this? Five 
years earlier, he’s 16, negotiating deals on the 
docks of St. Croix. Now, at 21, he’s the second 
in command of Washington’s army. I know that 
at 47 he dies, dueling Aaron Burr. I do not yet 
know how that happens. 

In my dream, I’m watching the things that 
happen to cause the duel. They seem to be 
very piddly things. Two families are having an 
argument. The police are called. The police 
confine one man to a small patch of grass on 
a public sidewalk surrounded by a three-foot 
fence—it’s a fence designed to keep dogs from 
peeing on the tree. He’s there with the tree. And 
that is to be the cause of the duel. 

I, in the dream, talk to myself, asserting this 
makes no sense. This wakes me up. It is 2 a.m. 
I grope my way into the bathroom and splash 
water on my face. Then I stumble back to bed 
and fall back to sleep. 

Whoever is running my dream agrees, so 
here’s another cause of the duel. The families 
are now arguing about a clothesline pulley that 
can or cannot be attached to the two adjacent 
homes of the participants. This explanation as 
the cause of the duel is asserted over and over 
as I, in the dream, follow along with this logic, 
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reason and then it is replayed again and again. 
It is 4 a.m. I am up again. 


I, in the dream, talk to myself, 
asserting this makes no sense. 
This wakes me up. 

It is 2 a.m. 


Again, I splash water on my face. Now I am 
determined to find out the real cause. Back 
in bed, I Google “Hamilton Burr Duel” on my 
iPhone. The duel takes place in New Jersey in 
1804. Both men are in their late 40s. Hamilton 
has insulted Burr numerous times. Hamilton 


is Secretary of the Treasury. Burr is a sitting 
Vice President. Hamilton won’t apologize. Aides 
can’t work out a negotiated settlement. They 
are given pistols, take the 10 steps, turn, shoot 
and Hamilton falls and dies. But there is nothing 
here about what caused it. 

So I Google “Aaron Burr bio.” And I get 
the facts. 

Burr is born in Newark, New Jersey, and 


both parents die when he is young and he has . 


a miserable childhood. He meets Hamilton. 
They are almost exactly the same age. And 
they become friends. Burr fights the British 
at Ticonderoga and Quebec. The war won, 
the country established, they move on. Burr 
is ambitious. He becomes Senator from New 
York by dethroning longtime Senator Philip 
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Schuyler, who is the father-in-law of Hamilton, 
now Secretary of the Treasury in Washington. 

In New York City, people die because there 
is no public water system. New York Senator 
Burr needs Washington to provide money for a 
private system and gets a bill passed to create 
a water company, which he, Burr will head 
up. Funding needs approval from Hamilton. 
Hamilton approves, the water company is 
approved, and as Burr does this, he sneaks 
in a passage in the water company charter to 
permit it to open a bank. Burr opens the bank 
(predecessor to JPMorgan Chase), gets rich, 
then never opens the water company. More 
New Yorkers die. Friendship over. 

Burr then creates Tammany Hall to run New 
York. In 1796 and then again in 1800, Burr gets 
himself “partnered” with Thomas Jefferson to 
run for President. Burr is supposed to bring 
in the New York delegates and finish second, 
which would make him Vice President with 
Jefferson as President in the arrangement as 
it was then. Instead, in 1800, Burr does some 
behind-the-scenes maneuvering and winds up 
in a tie for first. Jefferson denounces Burr 
but there is nothing he can do. Who becomes 
President will be resolved by the House of 
Representatives. The House turns to, among 
others, Alexander Hamilton, a signer of the 


‘Declaration of Independence, founder of the 


country and creator of the national treasury, 
and Hamilton denounces the son of a bitch. 
Burr loses, but is Vice President for four years, 
after which everyone, including Jefferson, kicks 
him aside.

Burr runs for Senator from New York against 
Schuyler, who won his old seat when Burr was 
Vice President, and Burr, again insulted by 
Hamilton, is this time trounced. Time for a duel. 

Dueling is illegal. In New York, if it kills 
somebody, the charge is murder. In New Jersey, 
it is also illegal but the charge is less onerous. 
End of Hamilton. And so I go to sleep. 

In the morning, curious, | wonder what 
became of Burr. After the duel, he is a fugitive. 
His political career is over. But he notices 
that the United States has just purchased 
Louisiana and other territories off to the west. 
He decides to invade Louisiana with a small 
personal army, become Emperor of Louisiana 
and then, possibly, Mexico. He knows how to 
run a country. His soldiers battle for control, 
lose, Burr is arrested and charged with treason. 
Somehow, after this, Burr makes bail, flees to 
Europe, goes into business, goes bankrupt, flees 
back to America to escape debtors prison, then 
gets the treason charge and the murder charge 
delayed and delayed and finally, dismissed. 
He fathers two illegitimate children with his 
favorite house servant, then dies bitter and 
alone at the age of 80. 

Hmmm. Just one vote shy of becoming 
President of the United States. Wouldn’t that 
have been something. -

What are some projects you’ve done using repurposed furniture? 

A couple renovating their Greenport home found a church pulpit in 
the garage. They didn’t want to throw it out, but had no use for it. With 
the help of my husband, Michael, a master carpenter, we took an old 
butcher-block tabletop and reconfigured the pulpit to support the top, 
repurposing it into an island. A couple from Cutchogue purchased it 
from my store, and it’s in their living room as a bar. A challenging 
project was an old non-working sewing machine cabinet—disassembling 
and removing all of the machine parts was difficult. | then repurposed it 
into a mini bar with an ice bucket in the middle, bottle opener on the side, 
and miniature barrels as handles. You can close it up when not in use, and 
it’s a side table. It was the most talked about piece in my store. 


What’s your process for repurposing old 
furniture? 

I'm always on the look out for unusual pieces. | 
prefer solid wood, as it will last a lifetime and you 
just don’t see that quality made these days. If the 
piece is outdated or badly damaged, I'll take what's 
functional and turn it into something else. | took 
some well-made drawers from a dresser where the 
body was not salvageable, and made a dog bed and 
shelves. 


What are some of your other one-of-a-kind 
designs? 

Werecently builtaporchswing. Thiswasconstructed 
from an old oak door and headboard. We found the 
door at an architectural salvage place, cut it to size, 
and cut a headboard in half and used that for the 
arms.

ll is stillness and silence when you step

I hear shouts and laughter from my brother 
as he jumps up and down, his clasped hands 
glowing green. When he opens them the fireflies 
fly above his head and he’s quiet, intently 
watching their dance pattern of blinking lights. 
I call out to him, he quickly turns at the sound 
of my voice and runs to be at my side. He climbs 
into my raft and | push it into the water. I pull 
myself inside, grab my oar and start rowing. 
My little brother puts his hand over the side 
letting his fingers skim the surface of the water. 
He leans, and with a sudden splash he falls 
_ in. When I bring him to shore, he’s wet and 
shivering, arms clinging tightly to my neck. As 
we walk | spot a piece of driftwood in the sand. 
I point it out to him and he bends to pick it up. 
| tell him to find more wood so he dashes back 
and forth scrounging for sticks and piling them 
in clumps. I neatly stack pieces and place dry, 
dead weeds at the base. I strike a match and 
with small sparks it bursts into flame. Soon the 
weeds are consumed, and the wood is crackling 
and snapping as it burns. We circle the fire 
with smooth rocks and sit for a few moments 
in silence near the fire, feeling its warmth and 
comfort. My brother picks up a stick and starts 


poking, sending showers of tiny gold and red 
embers over us. There’s only one thing that will 
interest him more than lighting sticks on fire. I 
send him back home for marshmallows. When 
he returns I hand him his stick, and he proceeds 
to impale his marshmallow and let it hover 
over the flames. He leaves it in the fire so long 
its completely blackened and trailing smoke as 
he waves it in the air. Before we return for the 
night, I help my brother climb the highest rocks 
along the beach. The waves crash on the shore 
like the heartbeat of a giant in eternal slumber. 
Water cascades down the sides of the rock but 
the spray can’t reach us here. From here we 
can stand and survey our entire kingdom. Our 
small universe. From here we can reach out and 


touch the moon, the stars, the galaxies. From 
here I'll have to carry him half asleep home to 
bed. 

You may have heard that the nightlife on the 
East End is amazing. Believe me when | tell you

only thing there is. I think there are many good 
songs. I think the Paul McCartney record is 
successful because the songs are already great, 
so you’re able to do them as Bossa Nova, or 
swing songs. You can’t just take any pop song, 
and say, “Oh, I’m going to swing it and it’s going 


‘to be fantastic.” 


You began playing the guitar at six years old, 
following in your father, Bucky Pizzarelli’s, 
musical footsteps. Can you tell us more about 
your jazz influences? 

I think the key was that my father led me in 
the right direction to the artists that he could 
see that I would enjoy. The big one he pointed 
me to was Nat King Cole. So when he played all 
those Nat King Cole records for me, I knew that 
I was on the right track. It was something that 
was really attractive to me, and it turned out to 
be the reason | do what I do. 


You use the seven-string guitar. What makes 
the sound of this instrument unique? 

It has a low A string, below q regular guitar, 
so when you're playing songs by yourself, the 
fuller chord has more of a range like a piano, 
so those bass notes can be played, which don’t 
exist on a regular guitar. This expands the 
sound of the chord and the quality of the chord. 
What do you enjoy the most about 
performing live? 

The reaction of the people, and seeing how 
you can change their day, and go, “Okay, ’'m 
going to try and take you on this journey and 
play songs you didn’t think you would like, or 
you weren’t expecting to hear, and you'll have 
an experience, hopefully.” So that’s always a 
challenge when you get on a bandstand, and 
that’s something I really enjoy. 


You’ll be at WHBPAC on August 27. What do 
you enjoy about the Hamptons? 

There’s really no place like this part of the 
world. The beach is so beautiful. | could sit on 
the beach forever out here. It’s just so magical, 
and I’m also looking forward to my and my wife’s 
radio show later this year in the Hamptons 
called Radio Deluxe. That’s a big part of people’s 
weekends out here in the Hamptons.

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John Ross on His New Farm-to-Table Cookbook

ast End chef John Ross toured his beloved 

North Fork this season on a local book 
tour to promote his third book, The Poetry of Cooking. 
The Cornell Hotel School graduate was the chef 
and owner of Ross’ North Fork Restaurant in 
Southold for 27 years, and served as the Director 
‘of the Restaurant Management program at 
Suffolk Community College for 14 years. He was 
also the club manager at North Fork Country 
Club in Southold, and is currently a food columnist 
for The Suffolk Times and Riverhead News Review. 
Ross says that the recipes in his new book 
reflect the way he cooks by focusing on seasonally 
fresh ingredients. “The recipes have been 
cooked numerous times and they’re some of my 
favorites—I think they reflect our East End as best 
as I know.” 


How did you select the recipes for your new book, 
and why did you choose to include poetry? 

I tried to attract the reader that doesn’t want to 
just read recipes. Recipes can be kind of boring. 
I start with an anecdote and a little thing to draw 
people in. 

For this book, the recipes were taken from 
my stockpile of the last eight years. I also researched 
my favorite food poetry. There are 21 poems 
in the book that are all food-related. They’re 
really excellent, some are serious and some 
are funny. : 


You’re known as a pioneer of the farm-to-table 


“movement. What drew you to it? 


I was sort of going against the grain. In 1972, 
the scene in America was very different. The drive 
towards processed and convenience foods was 
growing astronomically. The microwave oven was 
becoming part of everybody’s kitchen. Frozen foods 
were on the rise like crazy. I decided early on that I 
wanted to cook from scratch and that I wanted to use 
fresh foods. 


How do you feel about the farm-to-table movement 
becoming mainstream now? 

We've come full circle. We now realize that good 
health and well-being are closely related to diet, and 
good diet is closely related to fresh food. 

There’s an artistic side to cooking, too. That’s 
where the poetry in the book comes in. It’s my belief 
that people have to make a commitment to cook from 
scratch. You make the decision the day before for 
what you're going to eat today. You can’t be thinking 
of your meal 30 minutes before you eat. That’s a 
habit that many people have gotten into because 
everything is so damn convenient. My premise is, get 
away from that. You won’t have to be slaving in the 
kitchen all day. It takes less than five minutes to soak 
a bag of beans or to make a marinade or brine. You 
just have to make that decision. 

- The East End has more to offer than almost 


_ any place in the world. It’s one of the best sources 


of seafood, vegetables, fruits, and now even 
some specialty meats. The other thing is that we

also have a market that appreciates good food— 
New York City, Nassau County, Suffolk County—a 
very educated market that loves good food. It’s 
one. of the best places anywhere to open 
a restaurant. 


What was it like running a restaurant on the 
East End? 

It was an awful lot of work as a chef and owner. 
I did that for 27 years in my own place. An 80-hour 
week was a slow week for me—in the middle of the 
summer it was more like a hundred hour week. I’d go 
in at 7 a.m. and wouldn’t come home until 11 p.m., 
six days, holidays, weekends. It was a ton of work. 
I. loved it. I would do it today if | could stand on 


my feet.

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Groovin’ on a Sunday Evening with the Rascals

elix Cavaliere, known for his group The Young 


Rascals, and a great number of classic songs 
we can’t help but sing along to—such as “Groovin,” 
“A Girl Like You” and “People Got to Be Free”—will 
perform with his new group, simply called the 
Rascals, at the Westahampton Beach Performing 
Arts Center on August 28. The singer took some time 
to speak with Dan’s Papers about his background in 
classical music and his journey to the Rock: & Roll 
Hall of Fame. 


Can you tell us what lead you to the art of singing 
and songwriting? 

_ Ihave no idea how I got involved in this business. 
I come from a medical family. | was in pre-med at 
Syracuse University, but I'd started playing classical 
piano when I was fiver years old. My mom was the 
- one who put an emphasis on me doing this. I studied 
for eight years, so | got a good musical education. 
I was fortunate to grow up near New York City... 
it enchanted me. | started to get involved in local 
bands and local groups, and then when | went to 
college the same thing happened. | was offered a job 
for the summer in the Catskill Mountains, and | fell 
in love with it. I enjoyed myself so much. | asked my 
dad if I could give this a shot, and he said yes. 


How did The Young Rascals form? 

In those days we had the draft hanging over us, so 
as soon as { left school I was susceptible to it. | was 
asked to go to Europe by Joey Dee and the Starliters. 
While I was over there we were working in Germany 
and Sweden with this group that no one knew about 
called the Beatles. | saw these guys, and I saw the 
audience’s reaction, and | said, “You know what? I 
think I can really do this.” So when I came back to 
the states I decided I was going to start a band. My 
premise behind the band was to take the best guys 
| could find as singers and as players and it worked. 


What’s your songwriting process? 

I always felt that this creative juice that we 
have, you’re born with it, and you have to 
nurture it, you have to utilize it. One problems 
with classical music is that when I would even 
think of doing something different from what was 
on the page, the professors would be angry because 
how dare I change something that Mozart wrote. 
I’ve always done this kind of riffing, and playing and 
disappearing into the atmosphere emotionally. With 


music you can let it all go. It’s a wonderful feeling! . 


I moved to Nashville because I want to continue 
feeling that for the rest of my life. 


‘What contemporary acts would you like to share 
the stage with? : 

I’ve shared the stage with some really cool people 
over the years—Billy Joel, Ringo Starr, Jimi Hendrix— 
but the new breed of people like Bruno Mars, Justin 
Timberlake, people like that: they’re great dancers. | 
wouldn’t mind getting a little of that in my act. 


You’re currently working on your memoir. What 
can we look forward to reading about? 

I’m co-writing it and I’m just trying to let people 
know what it’s like to start off in a small town. | 
come from Pelham, New York, and | had no idea all 
these years later people would still know my name. 
For an example, we went to Japan, and people knew 
every word of every song—that’s such a treat! | 
want people to know how it happened, how it can 
happen, and what I went through, both the positive 


and negative. I also talk about the many 


people that I’ve met.over the years like 


Jimi Hendrix—he’s the nicest guy you’d 
ever want to meet. He’d give you anything 
at a moment’s notice because he had a big 
heart. People don’t know that and I want 
to tell them my story. 


What are you looking forward to at 
WHBPAC on August 28?

f Neee East End is chock-full of fitness studios 
and gyms, but one of the best ways to get 
in. shape and enjoy the natural beauty of the 
sandy beaches and shady lanes is right beneath 
your feet.

“The key to everything is motivating yourself 
to train,” says Greater Long Island Running Club 
(GLIRC) President Mike Polansky. 

If you’re just starting out, you don’t want to push 
yourself too hard. “It’s about going out and seeing 
how you feel. If you run 100 yards and you’re gasping 
for breath, you should probably begin your training

by walking first,and building up to a slow jog. If 
you’re fine, then go a little farther and see how much 
distance you can cover initially,” Polansky says. 

April Yakaboski, a ‘personal trainer and hot 
yoga instructor at Aerial Fitness & Hot Yoga in 
Riverhead, says, “Whether you're a beginning runner 
or advanced, incorporate yoga or stretching of some 
kind into your preparation and practice. Runners 
typically suffer from overuse of their hamstrings, IT 
[iliotibial] bands and hips. A regular yoga practice of 
at least two times a week can benefit the body and 
prevent injuries.” 

Running is great for the mind as well as for the entire 
body. Everyone has off days—even avid runners— 
but it’s worth the feeling of accomplishment to push 
yourself to keep running. Listening to fast-tempo 
music can help get you over that impossibly steep 
hill. Another trick is giving yourself a 


you begin racing you'll find yourself in a supportive 
and close-knit community of other runners. 

Polanksy says, “Don’t overthink it. You should be 
running two to three miles as part of your training 
program. A 5K is a distance that anyone with a 
reasonable amount of training can do.” 

The evening before race day you should lay out 
your clothes, shoes and any gear you'll wear. You'll 
want to dress as if the weather is 15 degrees warmer 
than it actually is. If it’s very cold, be sure to wear a 
well-fitted running hat. It’s not a great idea to attempt 
to break-in new clothing or equipment (such as 
sneakers) during a race. And don’t forget your bib 
number and timing chip. 

What should you eat? Polansky says, “Don’t try 
anything new leading up to the race. You should eat 
what’s familiar to you.” It’s a good idea to eat lightly 

the night before: lean protein, green

Did you know running helps lower 
your risk of breast cancér and stroke? 
It’s also recommended for those 
in the early stages of diabetes, or 
who have high blood pressure and 
osteoporosis.

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Shoeing Horses:

f your happy home includes a happy 

horse, you know the importance of 
maintaining horse’s shoes. For more than 
20 years Gary Werner has been shoeing horses for 
high profile customers, including the New York City 
Ballet, Radio City Music Hall, David Letterman, the 
Metropolitan Opera and numerous Broadway shows. 
Gary is now joined by his son Jesse on the job. 

A farrier specializes in equine care for horses’ 
hooves. Farriers trim and balance the hooves so 
shoes can be fitted. “It’s really podiatry for the 
horse,” explains Gary, who studied Farrier Science at 
Mid-South Academy of Horseshoeing in Mississippi, 
and worked at Claremont Riding Stables, the last 
public riding stable in Manhattan. It was there that 
Gary tended to about 50 horses. 

“They [Claremont] had the contract for plays and 
a lot of the cultural events in Manhattan,” he says. 

Gary explains that the horses’ shoes were often 
steel, the kind used for public riding. The farriers’ 
job was to change the shoes to rubber or synthetic, 
materials that wouldn’t mar the stages and would 
help prevent the horses from slipping. 

Jesse attended Cornell University College of 
Veterinary Medicine’s Farrier Program. Father and- 
son collaborate on everything they do. “I think, due 
to his background from Cornell, and my background, 
it works well. We try to do complicated cases that 
most other people in the industry don’t want to touch,

but we like the challenge,” SE GE Ek Be aa 
Gary says. . 

Shoes come in_ three 
varieties—steel, aluminum 
and urethane/synthetic or 
rubber shoes. “Shoes are 
mostly designed to protect 
the foot from the elements of 
the ground, which could be 
rocks, concrete, asphalt and 
hard, dry ground,” says Gary. 

Horse’s hooves grow like 
human fingernails. In the wild, 
the hard surface of the ground 
will wear down the hooves 
but some get very hard, just 
like a callus would, and can 
lead to lameness due to 
pathology or ligament and 
tendon problems. 

Shoeing a horse usually 
takes between an hour and an 
hour and a half. “The shoes 
are all pre-made. With shoeing 
horses, it’s no different than 
any other job. You have to retool. You have to 
reinvent. You have to be on the cutting edge as 
far as technology and education. Also you need 
a good personality, friendliness, congeniality, 
communication and a smile on your face. You want 
to convey that you’re there to help.”

It’s a 
Double IPA with Azacca, Simcoe and Lemon Drop 
hops. A great drink in the heat of the summer, it 
ends on tropical fruity notes (8.9% ABV). Or, try their 
NoFoRoCo Coffee Porter (4.1% ABV), Moustache’s 
signature Everyman’s porter infused with Cold Brew 
Coffee from North Fork Roasting Co. Moustache 
loves to play around with flavor combinations, but 
they’ve got one favorite always on tap: Milk & Honey 
. Brown Ale is a sweet, dry beer with a clean finish. 
Find Moustache beer on draft at local watering 
holes or visit Moustache Brewing Company at 
400 Hallett Avenue, Suite A, Riverhead, for a pint 
or a growler fill.

The phantom of the craft beer scene here is Twin 
Fork Beer Company. The company, founded by 
identical twin brothers Dan Chekijian of Hampton 
Bays, and Peter Chekijian of Aquebogue, lacks. a 
brewery location, but that hasn’t stopped their beer 
from manifesting in bars across Long Island. Their 
flagship beer, Chromatic Ale (an American Pale Ale, 
6.6% ABV), is under a contract brewing agreement 
with a Long Island brewery. “It’s actually a very easy 
drinking, but malt-forward ale—not too hoppy,” Dan 
Chekijian explains.

A Night Out in the Backyard 


BY EMILY SMITH GILBERT 


hat’s more evocative of summer than dining 

in a garden? At the Backyard Restaurant at 
Solé East, you can enjoy delicious food and drinks 
garden-side, poolside, or inside the intimate, yet airy, 
dining room. The white canvas-backed chairs are 
comfy as can be, and the strings of lights ringing the 
outdoor dining area create the ideal atmosphere for 
a romantic dinner for two or a special night out with 
friends or family. 

On a recent Thursday night, yellow gazpacho with 
choice bites of lobster meat and sliced avocado was 
one of the specials. If they have it when you go, get 
it. Gazpacho can be tricky: too puréed and it 
becomes thin and watery; too chunky, and you're 
eating salsa, not soup. But Chef Joaquin Melo 
Herrera’s gazpacho is just right—perfectly garlicky, 
but not overly so, and with a slight citrus tang 
backing up the tomatoes. The avocado and lobster 
are a sweet accompaniment. : 

Other starters (or “cicchetti,” as they’re labeled) 
to try from the regular menu are the creamy burrata 
with baby artichokes, blistered heirloom tomatoes 
and a crostini spread with olive tapenade. The cheese 
is wonderfully smooth, and if you run out of crostini, 
you can have the burrata with the crispy toasted 
bread that’s brought to the table, complete with a 
dish of olive oil, balsamic reduction, melting butter 
pat and roasted garlic for dipping. 

But being in Montauk necessitates fish, shellfish— 
anything from the ocean—and you'll want a lot 
of it the way it’s prepared at the Backyard. The 
grilled calamari bruschetta with roasted tomatoes, 
radicchio, capers and Calabrese peppers, is a good 
bet. A diner who ordered it at a nearby table cleaned 
his plate. The same goes for the grilled Portuguese

octopus, which comes with a mix of corona beans, 
fresh oregano, harissa, lemon and caper berries. 

In keeping with the seaside vibe, the Mediterranean 
plate offers selections that conjure the whitewashed 
Greek coast: fava bean hummus sprinkled with 
paprika, an incredible roasted eggplant dish with a 
pomegranate reduction. There are sweet cipollini 
onions—pop a whole one in your mouth just because 
you can—and the requisite olives, as well as a 
stracchino cheese that has the tang of feta, but is 
much milder, and the buttery consistency of slightly 
melted mozzarella. : 


For the entrée course, go for the grill—yellowfin 


tuna, that is. (Other options are skirt steak, wild 
striped bass, and diver scallops.) Everything but the 
beef is caught in the Montauk waters. Pair your protein 
with creamy polenta, roasted mushrooms, bok choy 
or grilled asparagus. Simple and delicious. The tuna 
comes with half a grilled lemon for squeezing.

Another succulent option is the Mon-Tauk Fish 
Stew with bone-in monkfish, fennel, carrots, saffron 
potatoes and littleneck clams, all in a tomato-y 
lobster-y broth that doesn’t overwhelm the fish. 
The stew is warm and rich and lovely—perfect if the 
Montauk evening is on the chilly side. 

Cap your night with a frothy cappuccino and a 
sweet treat. The most popular item on the dessert 
menu is the flourless chocolate torte. Decadent 
and not too sugary, the torte has the right amount 
of bitter to truly make the flavor exceptional. Or go 
for the tiramisu. The top layer of mascarpone is the 
definition of silk. You’ve never tasted anything so 
velvety and creamy. It’s the perfect finish to a truly 
incredible meal. g2.
